journey to Njam Jam on the river Sena. 
Frauleio Tinne alone returned with him to 
Obartoum, and then over Berber, Sanakiu 
wind Suez (42nd Noy. 1803,) and to Europe, 
for her mother, hor aunt and two waiting 
maids had fallen victims to the African 
climate. ; 


The dangers which Fraulein Tinne ex 
perienced on this journey did not deter her | 
from continuing. She started from Tripoli | 
omthe 28th of January ot the present year, 
and arrived at Moorsook, in Fezzan, afrer 
a journey of about two months’ duration, 
She travelled 
sisting of more than fifty persons aod 
seventy camels. All her followers, 
one exception, were either Arabs or 
negroes, and she herself dreased like an 
Arab lady. She was looked upon by 
the Arabs with tho greatest respect, and | 
they called her ‘Bent-er-Rey,” that is, 
** Queen's Daughter." Her long sojourn and | 
travels in the Orient produced a total abbor- | 
rence of European habits, and she became 
embittered against everything European, 
Before starting upon her last journey she 
determined to go even further in getting 
rid of everything not African-abour ner, | 
abd so léft her own and her servants watches 
in Tripoli, in order to have nothing, as she | 
expressed it, “to remind ber of the hated 
civilization.” But she soon found the need | 
of something by which to tell how time flies, 
and she was compelled to write to the Dutch

. Transplanting tu Autumn. 


The question is often asked, What is the 
best time in autumn to set in ourjtrees ? Can 


We do it while the leaves are yet green, or 

wait till near winter, after they have 
fallen? The answer may do. Do it when- 
ever the work can be well done, and while 
the soil is in proper condition as to dryness 
for working properly. If done early, the 
Toayes must be all first carefully stripped 
off, to prevent tho rapid evaporation of | 
moisture. We 
been entirely spoiled 
wilting from carelessness in not removing | 
the leaves when taken up. In the Northern | 
Stites, wurséryaien usually commence dig- | 
wang by the first of October. | 
have entirely ceased growing by this time, 
including generally cherries, plums and 
standard pears. If the leaves are removed, 
they may now be taken and transplanted, | 
sa wellas atany time in autumn or the | 
following spring. Others have fully com- 
pleted the ripening of the young wood, | 
which is effected through the assistance of | 
the leaves. The only harm done io taking 
them up atthis time, ie in giving unma- | 
tured shoots on some parts of the trees, in- | 
ateacl of those well ripened and hardened ; 
aod the result will be that some of the tips 
may be nipped by the frosts of winter, or 
they will not start in spring with so much 
Certainty and vigor. Hardy kinds, such 
Ss tho apple will not be much injured in 
this way, acd the peach, although tender, 
should be shortened back in spring in any 
case,

Tt will be safe, therefore, with afew ex- 
eptions, to take up trees any timo after 
the firat of October—care being taken to 
do the work well, as already indicated 
~The soil should be in such- condition as 
to be easily made fine and mellow, so that 
it may by filled in perfectly among the 
roots without having interstices, Staking 
Against the wind, or effecting the same 
purpose by a small mound of earth about 
the atem, should not be omitted. 

We have never succeeded better than by 
taking up trees abont mid-autumn, heeling 
thémrin by burying the roots and half the 
stems for wintering, and séttung out early 
in spring. They, however,do quite as well 
set ont in autumn, provided they are hardy 
sorts, Add thd site ishot a windy one, In 
heeling in tor winter, it id absolutely essen- 
tial'to fill in all the interstices umong the 
roots very compactly with the fine earth.— 
Many trees sre needlessly lost by careless- 
ness in this particular, To exclude mice 
effectulaly, the heeling ground should be 
clean and a smooth mound of earth raised 
on all sides about the trees.—John J.

Piymoutn, Pa,, Sept. 6.—A fire broke 
outthis morning in the flue in the bottom 
‘oft the Steuben shatt, owned by tho Delo- 
ware, Lackawanna and Weatero Railroad 
Company in this place, and in a short time 

» the whole breaker and outbuildings wore 

in flames, and tho hoisting apparatus, the 
only avenue of escape for the minors, des 
troyed. All efforts to stay tho flames were 
unavailable, and the whole structure fell, 
partly filling up the shaft, Over 200 men 
‘are in the shaft and have no communica 
tion with, no chanco of air, us the only 
way for getting air inte the shaft, was 
through the main opening, and that was 
filled up with the burning timbers and 
debris of flames, It is feared the whole 
number haye been suffocated by smoke or 
perished for want of air. The fire depart- 
ments of Scranton, Wilkesbarre and Kings- 
ton are on band and are playing streams 
down into the shaft forthe purpose of 
quenching the fire there, and that the 
rubbish can be cleared out and the condi- 
tion of the men ascertained. It will pro~ 
bably take till to-morrow morning before 
any tidings can be received from them.— 
‘The scene at the shaft is heart rending, the 
families of miners are congregated there 
in great numbers. Miners from all parts of 
the country are there at work, and tho 
merchants,and in fact the whole population 
of the town has turned out to assist. The 
loss by the fire will amount to about $100,- 
000 ; partly covered by insurance. All the 
physicians of the vicinity have been sum~ 
moned to attend when the condition of the 
men isascertained. The affair has cast a 
gloom upon the whole community, and 
business is entirely suspended. The mines 
only resumed work to-day, after a suspen- 
sion of about three months, Among the 
men in the mines is Mr, Hughes, Superin- 
tendent.

Next in | 
order of utility come geography, especially 
that of the child’s own country and neigh. | 
bourhood, the history of bis own and inti- | 
mately connected states; the construction of 
his own language, that is, grammar; and the | 


rudiments of Natural History | 


Up tothis stage the lessons will be the 
same for all the pupils, whatever may be 
their age, sex, or condition in life: but from | 
this point they ought to diverge according to 
the prospective profession, occupation, or 
trade of the Individual, Those who intend 
to adopt a learned or literary profession, will 
of course pursue the study of tho classics, 
higher mathematics, history, mental and 
moral philosophy and tho belles lettres. Those | 
who are about to enter Into commercial life | 
ought to make themselves perfect in accounts, 
especially book keeping and the modern Jan- 
guages, particularly French, German and 
Spanish. Those who are destined to become 
artisans or mechanics will find it to their ad 
vantage to study the practical branches of 
the mathematics, mensuration, plane and 
spherical trigonometry, the radiments of | 
natural philosophy, along with constractive 
geometry and mechanical drawing.

Of making post entries, and the adyisabili- 
ty of complying formed the special subject 
ofconaideration at the meeting. It was 
decided that the time stated in the rales is 
final, and the committee had no power to 
grant the privilege sought for, a fact which 
will deprive many of the right to compete 
who had expected to enter, but who, from 
ignorance of the rules, arising in great part 
from’ sparing use of the press, had ne 
glected to do so until too Inte.

History may neyer repeat itself, but the 
lessons of history are uniform in their 
teaching. The moment a great empire fears 
to protect its colonies, it is marked for ruin, 
It is not that the people who live at home | 
may be less happy, prosperous in pounds, | 
shillings and pence, but that their “ great- | 
ness" is gone, The epoch of their statesmen | 
and warriors has passed away, or at most | 
the divine fire lingers little but to die out 
in the dark on the Altar of Freedom, where- | 
on Mammon sits in usurping insolence, 
Greece and Rome tell the story. Holland 
and Spain repeat it. Who argues that the 
Greek or Roman, the Dutchman or the | 
Spaniard, suffered because they lost vast | 
possessions, and abandoned, or were torced 
to relinquish the appendages of their im- | 
perial state? No one, except some of those 
who believe that the 
longing to a great nation animates men to 
do great deeds, and inspire the masses of 
the people with a noble pride. But we all 
must feel that the prestige of a State is not | 
only the guarantee of its self-respect paid | 
toit by other Powers, In the journal, 
aboye all things notable, it is said and be- 
lieved for its appreciation of the popular | 
sentiment, there appears, thie wook, an | 
ecstatic eulogium on the high-handed, | 
energy of the King of Prussia and of Count | 
‘Bismarck in detying the Parlamentary 
party which seeks to reduce the national 
armaments, whilst in another place there is | 
a taunting article on the complaints of the 
colonists who have gone out into the islands | 
of the sea and into the far corners of the 
earth under the notion that they were but 
extending the dominions of the Crowa,and | 
adding to the soil of Great Britain. Russia | 
can spread all over Asia, and menace Eu- 
rope with fresh absorptions as she lists, but | 
she cannot disown a spot in which she has 
ever planted her flag—" udi vestigium, ubi 
imperium.” At the present moment Russia | 
owns more land than would cover the sur- | 
face of the Moon! France, bound in iron | 
chains by the fetters imposed on her by a 
great armed confederacy, has little hope | 
tor expansion in Europe, and her rejetors 
have to strike out in Algeria, South Ameri- 
ca, Cochin China; but, wherever they take 
root, she protects them. We send forth, 
and repudiate, and lop off; at least, we are 
adyised to do so. Butewill any one tell us 
how a line isto be drawn between a colony 
which we wish to let go and a possession 
we are determined to maintain? If Canada 
‘may go, why must India be held at any 
riski Will foreign countries respect the 
doctrine of expediency, and permit us to 
disavow Australia and keep Gibraltar? 
‘This doctrine, it carried out, will, perhaps, 
spare thearmy some disagreeable turns of 
foreign service, and give it « good deal of 
hard fighting nearer home, That it can be 
safe, dignified, or successful in its reault to 
the Empire at large, is more than can be 
believed by any man who has read bistory 
and who can understand the signs of the 
times around us.

Destructive Storm in Kingston. 


The rain storm which passed over this 
place on Monday afternoon last, did con- 
siderable damage in Kingston and vicinity. 
The following account is trom the Whig of 
the 22nd instant: — 

“ The great thunder storm ended yester- 
day morning, after a career as remarkably 
long as it was terrific. The 
of the afternoon, which we chronicled yes- 
terday, succeeded at nigot by another and 
deeper outburst of the elements.

on the occasion, and referred to the visit 
of the Prince of Wales to Canada, when the | 
Canadian Orangemen, and Major Mac- | 
kenzie Bowell among the rest, refused to 
doff their insignia to please the late Duke 
of Newcastle. We noticed the affair fully 
at the time. Romanists in Lower Canada 
wero allowed to appear in the presence of 
the Prince, arrayed in the trappings of their 
orders, while the Liberal guardian of a 
British Prince insisted that 
should hide out of sight the colours asso- 
ciated with a great and glorious cause.— 
The address presented to Major Bowell 
was well deserved. The time may come 
when Ulster and Canada may bave to stand 
together, and they cannot too often recipro- 
cate acts of kindness and compliment. 
Several excellent speeches were delivered 
on the occasion, but we would refer especi 
ally to the Chairman’s concluding observa 
tions. Liberal journals have been endea- 
youring to make aconyert of Mr, Joboston, 
but his late utterances show that they have 
not much success, He objects, he says, to 
much that is meant in the name “ Copser- 
vative,” but he bas no sympathy with the 
great Liberal party. More than he object 
to much that is called Conservative, and 
particularly present. Conservatism 
should support all that is good in the in- 
stitutions of the country, but our Conserva- 
tive leaderssupport some things that are ob 
jectionable as well asthose which are good 
The Conservative leaders take expediency 
as their rule as well as the Liberals.

The opinion expressed by 
Mr. Johnston is one that we have long 
held, that there should be an independent 
Protestant party, that would make the 
Bible and Protestantism the text of their 
principles. Principles drawn from such 
sources would not be based upon the sand 
They would promote Protestant union and 
good government.

When the 
exceptional state of the importing trade, 
and the consequent falling off in customs 
receipts during that year, a8 compared 
with former years, ia considered, the coun 
try may, I think, congratulate itself at this 
result. In tho year which ended in July 
lust, the customs fell by 
$1,000,000 of what they had brought in 
the previous year, 1805, and tho excise 
about six I 
may not bayo exhibited wiso forethought 
in relying on av equal yield during the 
second year of the Union as the firat year 
gave, and may not have given due weight 

* to the exceptional cases which led to the 

decline ; but Ihave always endeavored to 
state the naked truth, no matter how un- 
palatable or what measure of censure it 
might bring on myself, [am equally bap- 
py to say that our anticipations of revenue 
in this current year, formed in April last, 
have been more than realized. We are 
adopting under the new circumstances, 
what I think will be found to be the cor- 
rect principles, of excluding everything in 
the nature of capital on this side. We 
take nothing in as receipts which either 1p 
the nature of arreara belong to a former 
year, or which we hayo to pay oat again, 
and would therefore be viewed asa debt ; 
in fact, we only take the actual revenue ap- 
plicable to the Consolidated Fund of the 
current yeur, On tho other side, we make 
& corresponding distinction as to expendi- 
ture ; religiously abstaining from charging 
anything to capits! which is not so speci~ 
fied 1n the Estimates. The result is, that 
wherever the expenditure is within a few 
thousand dollars of the same, we are 
$650,770 better on the 20th September this 
year than last. The operations, so far, of 
“the first quarter of the current year are 
that much in our favor as compared with 
those of the corresponding portion of the 


first quarters of 1868 and 1869, Providence 
has blessed us with an unusually bountiful 
haryest, und I think we may reasonably, 
and without being unduly sanguine, cal- 
culate on a fair increase being maintaiaed, 
(Cheers), I have heard some among us 
express gloomy yiews of our future. Mr, 
Mayor, I do not share in such apprehen- 
sions ; if we exercise caution, prudonce and 
circumspection in the management of 
public affairs and keep, a vigilant 
eye and firm control over the purse 
strings. (Hear, hear.) While we do 
this we must all yer recognize the duty of 
development. The undertaking of such 
works a8 will make the latent wealth of 
the country bear good fruit, is an obliga- 
tion to be subordinate only to the duty of 
guarding against too great a strain on our 
resources, and overweighing the present 
geveration: I am not insensible to tho ad- 
vantages to be derived from improved 
communications from deepening and en- 
larging our canals, from extending and 
multiplying our harbours, from new rail- 
ways, more light-houses, promoting steam 
navigation, giving greater facilities for get 
ting our lumber to market, and other 
kindred works, but great and pressing as 
is tho necessity for many of these I believe 
it is equally important for us to establish | 
& reputation for cautions and prudent cal- 
culation. There is one thing, however, 
which I will admit we cannot postpone | 
and that is obtaining some means of easier 
access to the North-West, However rich 
or productive it may be, it can be turned 
to no good account while it is inaccessible 
either for the Pacific or Atlantic, (Hear, 
hear.) But the cost of this may with every 
propriety be charged on posterity, and it 
is quite enough ifthe present generation 
meets the interest of a loan which it will |

ARRIVAL OF TURE OF IS MEN 4T NEW 
LONDON—RELICS OF SIN JOUN PRANKLIN 


Nuw-Lonvow, Conn,, September 26,—The 

schooner Cornelia arrived at this port to-day 
direct {rota Hadson's Bay, bringing three of 
the men who went out with Capt. C, F. Hall 
on & Polar exploring expedition. The Doctor 
is also on the way home, in the barque Anseé 
Gidds of Fairhaven, bringing a number of 
relics of SirJobn Franklin and his mon 
Among tho latest discoveries wore & large 
number of skeletons and two of tho boats of 
the Franklin expedition, Another dispatch 
says that Capt, Hall has a number of artic low 
belonging to Sir John Franklin, inclading 
some spoons and a chronometer box He 
was also successful in finding the skeletons 
of many of his men,and the remains of several 
oftheir boats. The skeletons and other relics 
were found on King William's Land. The 
Cornelia brought an anchor found at the ex- 
treme north, marked “E, S, 1776,” which is 
supposed to have belonged to the first ex- 
plorers, Capt. Hall found a native who 
claims to know all about the party. He says 
the ship was stove, and tho crew took to 
thoir boats and went ashoro, where their pro 
yisions were exhausted, and they diod from 
starvation. The ico and snow prevented 
Capt, Hall from making full explorations 
Ho will return noxt summer, and further 
prosecute the search, The Ansel Gidds will 
arrive at New Bedford ina day or two.
